president of the new republic he or-
dered his loyel subjects on the Lwo
continents to embrace the Christian
religion, to ceasn embracing their joss
god, and to cut all quenes close to the
head

All these thinga the Atlanta Chi-
nese did with an alacrity that had
not slways characterized the race;
and ns for the Joss they hald worshiped
60 many yoears, they tore him down
and burned hie body te n fine erisp,
Atlanta's Chinntown took on an en-
tiraly new aspect, nod a number of Chinnmen Jolned the churches and offered
up their supplications in the regulsr American way.

They even quit the Chinese cererionial at Chilnese funerals. It was
customary for o leader to sit on the hearse and throw smill bits of paper
o the wind. These papers had holes in them, and the Chinese believed
that evil spirits must wriggle through each hole before they could reach the
body. Ere the last plece had been tossed to windward the corpse was lald
safely away.

In other words, these changes from anclent custom came with the re
publican form of government in China and Dr. Sun Yat Sen; and, now that
Yunn Shi Kal has made the republic look like a last yenr's bird nest, Atlanta

ance of the Belgian government the
explorers aecured 200 native porters
to carry thelr packes and started nlul.|
on the journey from Stanlevville to
Avakubl, which was accomplished In
about twenty-one days.
